and renew the former ſham AQions upon bis Father, and cauſed him to be arrefted in 


fham Actions at the fuit of fix ſeveral Perſons in Monigomryſbire, and flung him into the 
County Goal, where be lay near two years a great diſtance from his wifes Parents, who 
always provided for him and their Daughter in Plenty, nedr 18 years, but now are laid 
in their Graves with Sorrow, and they both left in the utmoſt Miſery and Aiffition. 

From that Priſon Mr. Vynne was deſigned to be ſent to Bed/am, and his Wife who had 
followed him there and was a great Sufferer, was to be deſtroyed by Miners in Diſguiſe, 
but both was prevented by God's Providence. 1115] 
Aſter ſeveral Attempts for obtaining his Enlargement, the Priſoner was adviſed to get 
his Caſe ſtated; and lay'd before the honourable Spencer Cowper and Wynnington Fefferies, 
Eſqrs. at that time two of the Judges in Wales, upon their coming the next Circuit into 
Monigomeryſhire.
